The method of the 
board in fix in g the valuation of such 
property is as follows: the railroad s 
each year, file^with the board sched ­ 
ules showin g the n umber of cars, 
passen ger an d freight, sleepin g cars, 
en g^es, d erricks, wreckers, etc. own ­ 
ed by them. As it is impossible to 
have the value of each car an d en gin e 
fix ed by an appraisal, an average val­ 
ue has been fix ed , an d the value of 
the en gin es, for in stan ce, of a given 
railroad was arrived a t by multiply­ 
in g the n umber shown in their report 
t)y the averiige value shown on the 
valuation sched ule of the board . As 
this sched ule was mad e up man y years 
ago, when rollin g stock was smaller 
in size an d of lesser cost an d value 
ban it is tod ay, it is obvious that the 
assessmen ts in the past have been far 
)elow the actual average value of the 
rollin g stock. 
The board ad opted a resolution , pre­ 
sen ted by Wm. H. Malon e, appoin tin g 
a committee to arran ge a n ew sched ­ 
ule for all such property.

STATE BOARD of EQUALIZATION 


Make Important Move.. 
Malone 


Doing Good Work. 


At the last session of the State 
Board of Equalization, a step was 
taken which will have an important 
and far reaching effect on future as­ 
sessments of the rolling stock of the 
railroads of the Stats, and which will 
result in the payment of many thous­ 
ands of dollars into the State treas­ 
ury hereafter. 
The method of the 
board hi fixing the valuation of such 
property is as follows: the railroads 
each year, file- with the board sched­ 
ules showing the number of cars, 
passenger and freight, sleeping cars, 
engines, derricks, wreckers, etc. own­ 
ed by them. 
As it is impossible to 
have the value of each car and engine 
fixed by an appraisal, an average val­ 
ue has been fixed, and the value of 
the engines, for instance, of a given 
railroad was arrived at by multiply­ 
ing the number shown in their report 
by the average value shown on the 
valuation schedule of the board. 
As 
this schedule wras made up many years 
ago, when rolling stock was smaller 
in size and of lesser cost and value 
than it is today, it is obvious that the 
assessments in the past have been far 
below the actual average value of the 
rolling stock. 
The board adopted a resolution, pre­ 
sented by Wm. H. Malone, appointing 
a committee to arrange a new sched- j 
ule for all such property. It will be 
imposssible to conclude the work of 
this committee in time to make it of 
use for this year’s assessments, but 
the information gathered by the board 
will be available next year, and will, 
it is expected, result in a very m ate­ 
rial increase in the valuation of rail­ 
road rolling stock. 
The committee 
consists of William Malone, from the 
7th district, comprising part of Chica­ 
go, chairman, and A. W. Crawford, 
Frank P. Martin, I. M. Evans, and 
L. D. 
Hirscheimer, members. 
Mr. 
Malone also made a motion that the 
schedule in use heretofore be increas­ 
ed fifteen per cent., in making up the 
lists for this year, so that an imme­ 
diate benefit will be derived. 
The committee will make an ex- 1 
haustive study of the value of rail­ 
road rolling stock, and attem pt to make j 
the average valuations fixed in the

children, 
whose ages ranged from five to ten 
years, w ere trapped by the tide while 
playing on some rocks at New’ Brigh­ 
ton and narrowly escaped drowning. 
They wrere rescued with considerable 
difficulty by men who were at one 
tim e up to their shoulders in w’ater. 
The children w’ere m em bers of a 
party of little slum dwellers from 
Liverpool who were enjoying a day at 
the seaside. 
They were playing in the vicinity of 
the Perch Rock B attery and failed 
to notice the incoming tide. 
They 
were quickly surrounded by the sea, 
and their position wras one of peril. 
Some of them succeeded in reaching 
the shore without assistance, but the 
m ajority 
wrere 
panic-stricken, 
and 
their scream s attracted a large crowd 
of people. 
Four shore horsem en and W. H. S. 
Oulton, revising barrister for Liver­ 
pool, went pluckily to the rescue and 
brought the children to the shore in 
pairs. 
Their work was rendered exception­ 
ally difficult in consequence of the 
treacherous nature of the rocks, which 
were covered with slippery moss. Sev­ 
eral tim es they slipped and grazed 
their legs, but the children escaped 
injury. 
One of the rescuers missed his foot­ 
ing and fell into a deep hole, but was 
pulled out by another man. 
The work of the rescue lasted half 
an hour, and by the tim e the last of 
the children was brought ashore the 
w’ater w’as up to the shoulders rf the 
men and a foot or two abave the 
rocks. 
Mt. Oulton, who rescued 15 
chil­ 
dren, stated in an interview th at great 
difficulty was experienced, and the 
children repeatedly shouted, “Shall we 
be saved?” 
“I fell several tim es,” 
he 
added, 
but saved the children I was car­ 
rying from injury.” 
One of the horsem en, George Clarke 
who brought 12 children ashore, said 
he never thought it possible th at all 
could 
be 
rescued 
before 
the 
tide 
washed them off the rocks.

ECONOMICAL DISHES. 


M eats which are not tender enough 
to serve as steaks, chops or roasts are 
as nutritious as those which cost more 
money per pound. 
All tough m eat 
should be cooked long and slowly at a 
low tem perature. 
Grillards.— Chop 
a 
medium 
sized 
onion fine, dredge it with flour and 
fry in hot bacon fat until brown. 
Add 
two pounds of round steak, cut in 
small pieces. 
Season well with salt 
and paprika; add a cup of canned to­ 
m atoes free from juice and w ater suf­ 
ficient to cover. 
Cook on the back 
part of the rang§, well covered, for 
two hours. 
German Meat Balls.—Trim all the 
fat and skin from a pound of round 
steak, put over the fire with a quart 
of cold water, one onion, a stalk of 
celery, a tablespoonful of parsley and 
a teaspoonful of salt. 
Cook one hour. 
Soak a large slice of bread iii water, 
squeeze until dry, then mix one pound 
of the round steak minced fine; add a 
beaten egg and two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, one teaspoonful of salt 
and a dash of pepper.

This is ra th e r an unusual way of 
serving frankfurts. 
Boil six sausages 
fifteen minutes, cool and remove the 
skin and cut in small bits.

The Jud as of four years ago—on e John Bas- 
card , the half caste son of an Australian tra d e r 
an d his Marquesan wife, who was servin g a term 
for robbin g a pearler—turn ed out almost as bad ­ 
ly as his origin al, for he looted the mission on 
the secon d n ight of the play, rowed off with 
the Magd alen to a trad in g cutter an chored In 
the bay. surprised an d threw overboard the soli­ 
tary w'atchman an d sailed the little boat off 
sin gle han d ed for the Paumotus. 
The part of Pon tius Pilate has been played for 
n early twen ty years by an old chief—a former 
can n ibal—n amed Rauga. 
His costume Is a frog- 
ged military coat an d a silk hat, the id ea of the 
fathers bein g to effect a combin ation that will 
make the d eepest impression on the n atives as 
symbolical of con stituted power. 
The mission ary 
an d the Fren ch sold ier are the two most august 
person ages kn own to the n atives an d the two 
most strikin g features of the costume of each, 
un ited upon on e person , make an impression 
more profoun d than w'ould a Roman toga topped 
off with an eagle crown ed helmet or an y other 
of the combin ation s that the real Pilate is sup­ 
posed to have worn . 
Ruth In galls, who has played the part of Mary, 
the Mother, for the last three years. Is a half 
white girl of un kn own beauty. 
She Is about 
twen ty-five years of age—fifteen years youn ger 
than Lurau, whose mother she Is In the play— 
an d has been d irectly un d er the care of the mis­ 
sion aries sin ce the time w'hen . a child of ten , 
she w'as cast up on the beach of on e of the 
Paumotus with the wreckage of a Tahitian trad ­ 
in g schoon er 
Her in terpretation of the charac­ 
ter of the Mad on n a is a trifle n aive, perhaps, but 
surprisin gly effective, her work bein g the on ly 
thin g in the play worthy of the n ame of actin g.

Mars in the Lon d on Magazin e. 
Apparen tly It 
can n ot make the slightest effort at d efen se an d 
submits to the fatal bite without a sign of re­ 
sistan ce. 
That there are exception al rabbits, 
how'ever, appears from an In cid en t that the writ­ 
er on ce saw. 
He thus d escribes it: 
Somethin g was creepin g verj' quietly • through 
the grass. 
You could tell this .on ly by the wav­ 
in g of the grass blad es. 
About twen ty yard s 
away, out in the field , a rabbit squatted in the 
aftern oon sun shin e—a hun ched , fat, comfortable 
lookin g gray brown figure. 
He had been there 
for half an hour, quite motion less. 
The iild d en creature in the lon g grass was 
slowly an d surely stalkin g the rabbit. 
At len gth 
the wavin g grass stems ceased to move. 
The 
stalker had got to within two yard s of the rabbit, 
an d was about to make its rush. The lon g grass 
ceased here, an d beyon d the stalker had n o 
cover. 
Then , all of a sud d en , the rabbit reversed its 
position . 
It d id it so quickly an d quietly that I 
scarcely saw' it. 
Moreover, although the rabbit still sat as mo­ 
tion less as before, his 
n ose 
was 
con stan tly 
“workin g,” an d that mean t that he was smellin g 
hard . 
The hid d en foe had mad e the blun d er of 
approachin g the rabbit d own win d . 
Sin ce there was n o lon ger an y n eed of con ­ 
cealmen t, the en emy stood up an d came forth— 
a bead y eyed an d sin ister male stoat. 
He was 
really a pretty little chap. n eat an d spruce as a 
d an d y, lookin g an ythin g except the profession al 
slayer that he w'as. 
He stood lookin g at the rabbit for a few mo­ 
men ts, his keen head well up, poised on his lon g, 
sn aky n eck. 
Then he mad e his rush. 
It was quite slow— 
a leisurely,, sid elon g gallop. 
No creature would 
have an y d ifficulty in avoid in g it. 
When the stoat was within about two In ches 


of the rabbit he stopped short « .tid then , very 
quickly, d arted roun d behin d bun ffy. This is the 
regular stoat man euver—to d .-xrt roun d to the 
sid e of the prey an d , leapin g on to the back of 
the n eck, to d eliver that sin gle terrible bite of 
all the weasel tribe at the soft cartilage at the 
base of the brain . 
The n ext In stan t the stoat was lyin g on his 
back, with all the win d kn ocked out of him, an d 
the rabbit was quietly sittin g, hun ched up an d 
fticln g him as before. 
It was a most surprisin g 
an d un expected d efeat. 
As the stoat reared to 
d eliver the fatal bite bun n y pivoted to meet him, 
quickly Jumped in to the air an d lan d ed a full 
power kick with both of his lon g, powerful hin d 
legs on the stoat’s chest. 
A rabbit’s hin d legs are very lon g an d stron g 
an d , like the kan garoo’s legs, they are a most 
effective weapon . 
Fortun ately for 
their 
foes, 
rabbits d o n ot appear to have foun d out what a 
useful weapon they possess. How this on e foun d 
it out would be hard to say—possibly in fightin g 
some other buck rabbit. 
The d iscovery on ce 
mad e, the in offen sive an d timid bun n y became 
a 
foe to reckon with. 
As for the stoat, he got up, stared hard at the 
first rabbit he had ever met that show’ed fight 
an d , turn in g, slowly galloped away.

Agreem ent to Consider Hetch Hetchy 
and A lask a n Road Bills W ill

W ashington, Nov. 25.—The currency 
bill, with the 
am endm ents 
proposed 
by the divided senate 
banking 
and 
currency com m ittee, was laid 
before 
the senate on Saturday. 
Debate 
on 
tile measure began, but the final vote 
Is not expected much before 
Febru­ 
ary I. 
Tho two factions of the com m ittee, I 
headed by Senator Owen and Senator 
Hitchcock, Ated their divergent view s 
on th 3 adm inistration measure and the ; 
bill a i passed by the house was made j 
the “unfinished business’’ of the sen­ 
ate. 
Senator Owen fired the opening gun 
in the debate for the 
administration 
forces. 
Senator Hitchcock will follow 
with an attack on the adm inistration’s 
proposals in a speech setting forth the 
position of his faction of the com m it­ 
tee. 
From Monday until the end of 
the special session, senators will make 
set speeches discussing the currency 
reform problem. 
Although the administration finally 
has succeeded in getting the currency 
bill before the senate, other obstacles 
which threaten to delay the measure 
are apparent. On December I the sen­ 
ate will set aside the 
currency 
bill 
and by agreem ent take up the bill to 
give San Francisco the right to use a 
water supply from the Hetch Hetchy 
▼alley. 
The measure will be disposed 
of by Decem ber 6, but on December 8 
the senate has agreed to take up a bill 
giving the president authority to build 
a governm ent railroad in Alaska. This 
may b^ set aside in favor of the cur­ 
rency bill. 
Senate leaders were not inclined to 
predict when the currency bill might 
be finally acted upon, but it was 
de­ 
clared certain that its consideration 
would run well into next year, proba­ 
bly up to about February I. 
The re port of 
the adm inistration 
Democrats reviewing the differences 
in the com m ittee, concludes: 
“These differences arise in the main 
because of two schools of thought, one 
part of the com m ittee believing in a 
central bank administered by a cen­ 
tral board, and the other part of the 
com m ittee proposing to 
establish 
a 
number of com paratively independent 
district banks adm inistered by boards 
of directors chosen from the several 
districts.” 
The report 
subm itted 
by Senator 
H itchcock 
declared 
many 
amend­ 
m ents it recommended had been in­ 
dorsed in the entire com m ittee before 
the adm inistration and 
anti-adminis­ 
tration forces 
separated, and 
added 
that its signers were generally in fa­ 
vor of 
a 
government-owned 
central 
bank. 
“W aiving a strong preference which 
prevailed in com m ittee in favor of a 
single governm ent bank with branch­ 
es,” said the report, “we accepted the 
reggional bank plan as the only hope­ 
ful outlook for action by this congress, 
but letained the am endm ent substitut­ 
ing four regional 
banks for twelve. 
W hile the single governm ent 
bank 
plan w’ouid produce .he only perfect 
m obilization of reserves, as has been 
dem onstrated by the 
experience 
of 
other countries, the adoption of 
four 
regional banks under a single control 
will, it is thought, approxim ate this 
result and, in a country as large as 
ours, with so many banks, probably 
trove efficient.”

In additio n, sev eral bills are befo re 
co ngress, and early actio n regu lating 
the co ld-sto rage co mbine is ex pected. 
The inv estigatio n o rdered by Atto r­ 
ney General McRey no lds will ex tend 
into ev ery ju dicial 
district 
wThere 
there are federal o fficials. 
They are 
to get co mplete figu res and all the 
o ther ev idence o btainable bearing o n 
the charge that co ld-sto rage men are 
withho lding eggs and o ther fo o d pro d­ 
u cts fro m the mark et in an effo rt to 
raise and su stain prices. 
The inv estigato rs will repo rt o n the 
nu mber o f eggs in sto rage, the price 
at which they went in sto rage, the 
length o f time sto red, and the price 
at which they were so ld when tak en 
o u t. They will ascertain also appro x i­ 
mately the nu mber o f eggs pro du ced 
in their respectiv e districts. 
“I want to k no w the inside o f this 
thing,” said the atto rney general. He 
is already in po ssessio n o f info rma­ 
tio n sho wing so me attem pts o n the 
part o f the co ld-sto rage ho u ses to co r­ 
ner the egg and v egetable su pply in 
their co mmu nities. 
As sho wing that 
the co ld-sto rage peo ple admit they 
hav e plenty to fear, it was stated at 
the departm ent o f ju stice that so me 
dealers had dro pped egg prices in the 
ho pe that the inv estigatio n might be 
av erted. 
If the Inv estigatio n o f the depart­ 
ment su stains the ev idence already 
bro u ght to the attentio n o f the atto r­ 
ney general he will bring pro secu tio ns 
bo th u nder the pu re-fo o d law 
7 and the 
anti-tru st act. 
Dealers selling eggs 
o u t o f sto rage fo r fresh eggs can be 
reached u nder the pu re-fo o d act fo r 
alleged misbranding. 
“There is no do u bt that the co ld 
sto rage o f eggs is respo nsible fo r their 
high prices,” said Senato r 
Bristo w. 
“The eggs which w7e are no w eating 
at 45 and 5 0 cents a do zen 
were 
bo u ght fo r 18 and 20 cents by the co ld- 
sto rage wareho u ses. 
The tariff law 
has pro v ed a fak e, so far as eggs are 
co ncerned. 
The co ld-sto rage ho u ses 
may be able to buy eggs a few cents 
cheaper per d€ zen 
becau se o f the 
tariff redu ctio n, bu t I do n’t see that 
the co nsu mers are getting them any 
cheaper.” 
There are three members o f co n­ 
gress wrho hav e been particu larly ac­ 
tiv e in try ing to get the go v ernment 
to regu late the co ld-sto rage co mbine. 
These are Co ngressman McKellar o f 
Tennessee, Carry o f Wisco nsin, and 
Vare o f Pennsy lv ania. 
Mr. McKellar’s remedy 
is 
a 
bill 
which wo uld pro hibit the bo lding o f 
fo o d pro du cts in co ld sto rage fo r a 
perio d lo nger than ninety day s. 
The 
Carry bill wo uld regu late the inter­ 
state shipment o f co ld-sto rage pro d­ 
u cts and wo u ld requ ire co nspicu o u s 
labeling to sho w the time o f sto rage. 
The Vare bill pro hibits the sale o f 
co ld-sto rage articles if they hav e been 
in sto rage lo nger than ten mo nths, 
and requ ires labeling to sho w when 
the articles went into sto rage.

Papier mache seemingly is about to 
enter upon a new field of usefulness. 1 
An English chemist comes forward , 
with this suggestion: 
“Why not em- i 
ploy papier mache in the manufacture j 
of automobile bodies? The framework 
of the body, for instance, might be 
built up of netting and ligt steel braces 
with the papier mache firmly pressed 
into the interstices of the netting.

He entered Harvard law 
school and graduated 
“cum 
laude.” 
He was a member of the Sigma Phi 
fraternity, Gargoyle society and the 
Phi Beta Kappa at Williams. For the 
past year he has been working in the 
office of District Attorney Whitman of 
New York. 
During the summer he 
was admitted to the bar of New York 
state. 
Mr. Sayre’s mother is Mrs. Martha 
Finlay Sayre, daughter of 
the 
late 
William Nevin, who wTas president of 
Franklin 
and 
Marshal 
college 
at 
Lancaster, Pa. 
She is a descendant of 
Hugh Williamson of North Carolina, 
one of the framers of the Constitution 
of the United States, and is a sister 
of the late Robert Nevin, head of the 
American church at Rome, and a cous­ 
in of Ethelbert Nevin, the composer.

The third 
wadding, that of Maria Monroe, daugh­ 
ter of President Monroe, to Samuel 
Lawrence Gouverneur in 1820 marked 
the first social use of the east room. 
Eight years later John, the second son 
of President John Quincy Adams, mar­ 
ried his cousin, Mary Hellen, in the 
blue room. 
While General Jackson 
was president there were three wed­ 
dings in the White House, those of 
Delia Lewis to Alphonse Joseph Yver 
Pageot of the French legation; Mary 
Eaton to Lucien B. Polk, and Emily 
Martin to Louis Rar^olph. 
Many 
years passed before there was anoth­ 
er marriage ceremony in the 
presi­ 
dent’s mansion, the *..3xt being of Nel­ 
lie, the only 
daughter 
of 
General 
Grant, and Algernc n C. F. Sartoris. 
In 1876 Emily Pla't, a niece of Mrs. 
Hayes, was married in the blue room 
to Gen Russell Hastings. The elev­ 
enth of this series of weddings was 
that of President Cleveland to Frances 
Folsom, and th* twelfth that of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt j daughter Alice, 
to 
Nicholas Long\.orth,

New York.—Salem, N. J., a Quaker 
city, is really older than the Quaker 
City, and the pictures here shown are 
of some of its ancient landmarks. Nat­ 
urally the town is one of great histor­ 
ic interest and one which will well re­ 
pay the study of the historian. 
Before 
Philadelphia 
wras 
even 
thought of William Penn and his party 
made a landing where the city of Sa­ 
lem now stands. 
It was covered then 
with a beautiful forest, and out of the 
slaughter of trees that has followred 
one handsome oak was saved. 
It has 
successfully battled with wind 
and 
weather well on to 300 years. The 
spread of its branches is 117 feet, its 
girth tw'o feet from the ground, is 20 
feet eight inches and its height is 
85 feet. 
The tree is in the center of the 
Q’^tver burial ground, and this fact is 
believed to account for its great size 
and endurance. 
The Salem people 
are very proud of the tree, and it has 
a "caretaker.” 
The old Wood house 
near the wharf, at the foot of the 
same street which the old oak beau­ 
tifies, bears the date of 1691, and was 
built by bricks brought from England 
by the Penn colonists. This ancestral 
dwelling of 223 years is now occupied 
and kept in good repair. 
The city of Salem being one of the 
very oldest communities in the United 
States, it is naturally one of the most 
interesting, and many are the build­ 
ings which have endured far beyond 
the usual time buildings are supposed 
to stand. 
One of the features of the old and 
substantial dwellings is the date at 
the end of the building and sometimes 
the initials of the original ow'ner. 
The residence of Henry H. Johnson, 
known as the Johnson homestead, has 
from decade to decade been in the 
possession of a Johnson family from 
the time of its builder, Colonel Rob­ 
ert G. Johnson, up to the present own­ 
er, who has no heirs, and great inter­

OLD SmEM 


Ancient Landmark of the An­ 
cient Quaker City. 


W illiam Penn Landed at Site of Town 
Long 
Before 
Philadelphia 
Waa 
Even Thought Of— ls Well 
' Nigh 300 Years Old. 


New Y ork—Salem, N. J., a Quaker 
city, is really older than the Quaker 
City, and the pictures here shown are 
of some of its ancient landmarks. N at­ 
urally the town is one of great histor­ 
ic Interest and one which will well re­ 
pay the study of the historian. 
Before 
Philadelphia 
was 
ev en 
thought of William Penn and his party 
made a landing where the city of Sa­ 
lem now stands. 
It was cov ered then 
with a b eautiful forest, and out of the 
slaughter of trees that has followed 
one handsome oak w'as sav ed. 
It has 
successfully b attled with wind 
and 
weather well on to 300 years. The 
spread of its b ranches is 117 feet, its 
girth two feet firom the ground. Is 20 
feet eight inches and its height is 
85 feet. 
The tree is In the center of the 
Q” -« ;er b urial ground, and this fact is 
b eliev ed to account for its great size 
and endurance. 
The Salem people 
are v ery proud of the tree, and it has 
a “caretaker.” 
The old Wood house 
near the wharf, at the foot of the 
same street w'hich the old oak b eau­ 
tifies, b ears the date of 169 1, and was 
b uilt b y b ricks b rought from England 
b y the Penn colonists. This ancestral 
dwelling of 223 years is now occupied 
and kept in good repair. 
The city of Salem b eing one of the 
v ery oldest communities in the United 
States, it Is naturally one of the most 
interesting, and many are the b uild­ 
ings which hav e endured far b eyond 
the usual time b uildings are supposed 
to stand. 
One of the features of the old and 
sub stantial dwellings is the date at 
the end of the b uilding and sometimes 
the initials of the original owner. 
The residence of Henry H. Johnson, 
known as the Johnson homestead, has 
from decade to decade b een in the 
possession of a Johnson family from 
the time of its b uilder. Colonel Rob ­ 
ert G. Johnson, up to the present own­ 
er, who has no heirs, and great inter­ 
est is felt as to whom the property

will rev ert a t his death. At the rear 
of the residence is a magnificent es­ 
tate, kept up in Colonial style. 
The 
interior of the mansion has carv ed 
mantels and all the handsome furni­ 
ture of Rev olutionary times. 
Salem and Greenwich, N.^ J., hav e 
their old b ut 
picturesque 
Quaker 
meeting house. 
Each town has two. 
Why? 
Because years ago there was 
a div ision. 
Many left the old creed, 
and to this day are called Hicksites 
from the man whom they followed. 
Those still clinging to the Orthodox 
are few and are fast dying out. 
Many 
of 
the 
Orthodox 
meeting 
houses are closed, while the majority 
of those b y the other b ranch are in a 
Nourishing condition. 
Quakers are conserv ativ e, they 
at till*. 
der radical changes. They 
are wealtny and compose the 
b est 
class of people. 
The men and women 
enter different doors—the men do not 
take off their hats. 
The serv ice is a 
season of silence. 
Ministers with 
flowery words are not in ev idence- 
ev en at the weddings—the contracting 
parties tie their own knot. 
It seems 
more serious and b inding than when 
a minister does it. 
March 21, 1778, there waa a m assa­ 
cre of American patriots m tho old 
Hancock house at Hancock’s Bridge, 
near Salem, b y the British. A tab let 
in the wall of the house, placed there 
b y the Daughters of the 
American 
Rev olution, is a memorial 
of 
the 
ev ent.
